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Ir has been often remarked ſince the revival of the Al that thou gh Eng- 
land had produced many extraordinary Stateſmen, Generals, Hiſtorians, 


and Poets, yet ſhe had never given birth to one celebrated Painter.— 
This obſervation is now become obſolete, and may ſafely be contradict- 
ed; as all Europe ſeems at preſent to look on us with a jealous eye, 


beholding an aſſemblage of Artiſts excellent i in a very high degree, in 
the ſeveral branches which they profeſs; ſo that if works ſuperlatively 


fine, are to be ſought after i in Painting or Sculpture, London mult take 
the lead, as it is acknowledged the Centre of Perfection; the Profeſſors 
having the Glory of annihilating the obſervation above alluded to, and by 
their Diligence, Taſte, and Genius proving that her Citizens are not only 


equal, but ſuperior in the fine Arts to the reſtof the moſt refined nations. It 


muſt be confeſſed, however, that the proſpect of improvement was gloomy 
and unpromiſing, and the progreſs to the preſent ſtate was ſlow and gra- 


dual, owing to ſome unaccountable fatality: : it ſeemed as if all Genius 


and Talents i in that way were frozen up, or impoſſible to be called forth 


into action, as it appears there was not wanting encouragement in the 


Princes who governed this Country, for even the boiſterous and fierce 
Harry, — — many Artiſts; partly protected. * Holbein, and

It is recorded that a Nobleman of high rank forced himſelf (malapropos) into Holbein's room whilſt 


he was: Painting a Lady, and the Painter raſhly threw him down ſtairs; but recollecting himſelf, he 


flew to the King to implore his elemeney— The King promiſed him pardon if the ſtory he told was 
true; -at the inſtant the Lord arrived to complain of the . but unfairly concealed the provocation, 
S " * : 
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cevered his Talents, of which inſtances are recorded, and monuments 
of the Pencil of that celebrated Maſter, are ſtill preſerved and admired. 
In the reign of Elizabeth that glonous Queen, though not prodigal, yet 
ſhe diſpenſed her bounties to thoſe Painters who preſented themſelves 
at her Court, Zuccaro, De Heere, Kettel, &c. and fat to each of them 
for her Portrait. The next century in the reign-of that polite gentleman 
Charles the firſt ; a group of the moſt renowned Painters took ſhelter in 
his Court, and were then bidding fair to found a ſchool and academy 
that would have ſurpaſſed all our neighbours, when a deluge of fana- 
ticiſm overturned the conſtitution, and laid the Arts proſtrate; from 
which lethargic ſtate though there has been ſome little glimmerings or 
ſtruggles, yet the bright revival of them was reſerved till the glorious 
ra of his preſent Majeſty's Acceſſion to the Throne, by whole gracious 
8 protection, foſtering kindneſs, and bounty, that ſpark of genius which 
Was barely ſeen has been blown into ſo full a blaze, as to draw the 
attention of all Europe towards this Country, and give us that decided 
| pre-eminence which we are entitled to boaſt of, as it produces ſo much 
national utility and profit. It is in this place proper to obſerve, that 
from the enlightened days of Charles the firſt, thro? the gloomy ages 
that followed down to the preſent times, there has not been wanting a 
ſucceſſion of Noblemen, Gentlemen, and others, known by the appella- 
tion of Connoiſſeurs, who have been by ſome erroneoufly looked upon 
in an invidious light, as neglecting the living merit. To theſe collectors, 
however, and to tbeir care and diligence, it is owing t that we have thoſe 
beautiful Repoſitories of Art, which have been tranſmitted from hand
